FROM TUB LAKES TO ITITS- 


BDRG. 


An Interesting bill 1ms been Introduced 


into tbo Senate of the United Stales which 
provides for tho incorporation of the Lake 
Erie & Ohio Itiver Ship Oanul company. 
Tins Is not a new enterprise, howevor.Tlic 
growth of popular sentiment favorable to 
canals and tho constant narrowing ot the 
margin of transportation charges increase 
the. probability that the bill will command1 


serious consideration at the present ses- 
sion of Congress, 


The canal provided for In the bill Is de- 


sisned to connect Pltisbnrg with Lake' 
Erie In order to give to the Pennsylvania 
city the benefit of Lake Superior ores for 
its great manufactories. 'Such a canal 
would do much to overcome the advant- 
ages wblcb the city of Cleveland now haa 
over Plttsbnrg in the iron business. 
Con- 


sequently the Cleveland chamber ot com- 
merce heretofore has aggressively opposed 
Ihe passage of the bill. Should tlie pro- 
posed caua! be built it would follow tho 
.)hio river northwestwardly from Pitta- 
burg to Youngstown, Ohio, thence follow- 
ing the Mahoning valley to Nlles, and 
from Niles going northward-in the Urand 
river valley to Aslitabulti, on Lake Erie.

Those- hunters who are skilled In the 


sport of shooting birds ou the wing can 
find no hotter place 
to exorcise 
their 


talents at fhis season of the year than 
in the country around 
Tivoli, 
it little 


town in s,outhwesr Georgia, -where doves 
may be found in tlie cornfields or iu oc- 
casional oat patches thai have been left 
to go to seed. 
Tliis .is 
the 
hunting- 


ground favored by .sportsmen, for 
the 


country is wild and thinly settled, and 
nrany birds from 
the'rest of 
the state 


Hock thoro. to escape the small boy and 
the negro with a shoignn. 


The dove is trio most, timid of. game, 


seldom coming within range, and even if 
one is.so 
fortunate as 
to come near 


enough, he must be quick aud accurate, 
fonhe bird flics at a rate of speed that 
often baffles tho "best shot. For this rea- 
son a now plan has been adopted, which 
not: only gives file inuiler a fair chance 
at his game, but adds much lo the excite- 
ment of the sport. 


At the height of the season, in mid- 


winter, a number of hunters agree on the 
time and locality for the shooting. 
The 


place selected is some open space near 
Tivoli, carefully bailed with grain: The 
doves arc quick to scent, for at this Mine 
of year they find'little lo feed ou in the 
bare Holds, and Hock from all sides 
to 


this plentiful supply, of corn and oats. 
When they have covered the ground in 
large numbers, Ihe hunters, with a full 
equipment of shells, come on the scone 
at the appointed lime.and begin opera- 
tions. Stealthily.approaching, they grad- 
ually surround the field iu a large circle. 
When every man is stationed, some olio 
sliools iu 'the nir, the birds Hy up from 
the ground, and volley after 
volley is 


poured from the breech-loaders into Ihe 
ranks of the bewildered doves, which 
instead of tryjng to escape, seem to bo so 
dazed that they Hy in mad 
circles di- 


rectly overhead. 


A problem at those dove-shoots is what 


shall bo done with so-much gameV Such 
a large number of sportsmen, 
oven if 


they are but lair shots and shorn. «t ran- 
dom, 
can count up many birds at a day's 


end. In most cases each mail eats ii'ud 
gives to friends what he can, and
